Hints For
Motorists

(The Herald today presents an-
other of a wseries of instructive
articles, hased on recent court
decisions ‘concerning motor vehicle
operation in California, as pre-
pared by Ivan Kelso, Automobile
Club of Southern California Gen-
eral Counsel.)

Left hand turns on the open
road, even If what seems to be
an adequate signal is given, often-
times bring disastrous results.

The law requires a driver, be-
fore he makes a-left hand turn,
first—-to- see that the -movement
can  be. made in safety. This
means if it cannot be made .1
safety the driver should wait un-
til the turn can be so made. After
80 waliting a driver intending to
make a left hand turn must then
give a signal to all persons who
may- be inconvenienced by such
movement, and ' this signal must
be given continuously during the
last 50 feet befdre 'the turn is
begun, " - .-

Too many " 'drivers™ think' ‘the
faet that they give a*signal dur-
ing the last 50 ‘feet traveled be-
fore the' turn is made entitles
them ' to turn ‘which, however, is
not the law.
